The das si cal definition of Fascism brings to most people's minés the 
brute terror and repression of Nazi-Germany in Ike 1930's. To say that 
Fascism emsts inside the U*S* loday often brings fortti many exclamations 
that it does not, because it does not look the same as then. lf our struggle 
is to be waged for winning f we must properly analyse all phenomena, so 
that rue can concreiely act. There are those who ding to the old definitions 
of Fascism t the last düch, openiy violent maneuver of an imperialist coun¬ 
try fo maintain power* Fascism does exist, perhaps even in a mare dia~ 
bolïcat form, herc in the EX 5. lf we do not recognize this, we cannot fight 
it. This past year’s events make that condition even more clear. 

Comrade George Jackson, our beloved Field Marshal, who was 
assassmted on August 21 , 1971 , hy agents of Fascism at San Quentin t 
analyzed Fascism in America and üs effect on our struggle to free QÜrsefucs* 
A review of 1971 and that analysis may help us to struggle botter and harder 
this year m Below, we reprint the analysis, whichfirst appeared in the Sep¬ 
tember 4, 1971 , issue of our paper: 


we* ll get possibüities, there are a 
thousand tuays of approaching: playing 
on loyalties; or, let’s say t the money 
thing , the money syndrome, we’ve had 
that trained into us from infancy; or 
they' tl attempt to show us the fidüity 
of our actions ; and then perhóps, if 

that doesn't work, they’ll explain to us 
hou) actmlly our gouJs are the same 
as theirs and that they're not such 
bad guys after alt, Bui it*s worked . 
U*$ worked in the past , Yoidve heard 
the stories r the tales about white 
America and the establishment not 
being able to deal with Black national- 
ism. U'eif they have been* They've 
bmlt foundations, you knovi, the Ford 
Foundation f Rockefeller Foundation, 
and so forth , They bought them off. 
How do we stop those things from 
happening* As far as Fm concemed 
our dialectic, our intentions, our goals 
are so mutually exclusivc to those of 
our opposition, that l can't see any- 
where we can find anything to agree 



A tape recording of the following 
statement, made by our f allen com¬ 
rade, George Jackson, was played to 
the thousands who attended therevolu- 
tionary memoriaï services for our 
Field Marshal, We print it here for 
your close study. 


The co-optation thing is a mechanism 
of the American brand of fascism. 
We have to understand that first* In 
essence, how it works is that edch 
group, each social unit, larger titan 
two, the powers-that-be will approüch 

the element thai’s guiding that social 
unit/ and attempt in sorne way - and 


on* And, we have to stop it right from 
the beginning. In other words, no ac- 
ceptance of tekens, none whatsoever, 
in the building of the People's world. 

Wc do it on our own* We do it with 
our Ditm facililies* And to say that 
we can't do it, to say that we don't 
have the personnel # that we don't have 
the financial means is just like saying 
that producers can't produce, that 
breadmdkers can't make bread , 
don't need them # That's the tvhole poinL 
So we stop them hy bar ring themcom 
pletely from our program* 

We can't limit ourselves to any one 
particutar form of struggle; bui Fm 
saying that the people who are given 
the responsibUity of deciding wkich 
facilities that we' ll take and use for 
uur üwn t for the building of the infra- 
structure, for our own, I think that 
these people should use extreme cau- 
tion and always bear in mirui that the 
imderlying motiee is tokenism, and at 
all times be - cynical * Take f yes; bui , - 
take it in the spirit of reparations, 
and reparations only* 

We have o very, very, very touchy, 
fundamental problem; and t I think it 
begins with the ideal - / don't think 
we fully understand the period or stage 
that we*re in right now r the stage of 
the struggle that we*re in right now, 

The ideal situatiën, where each man can 
be a man, can be an indiuidml - and 
f don't mean in the existentialist sense - 
where each man can be tnUyfrec, to 
make decisions on his own, Make 
décisions ott his ou-n, and from his 
own mind, We haven't reacked that

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point yet; and it might be k,000 years 
J , Ai*, we veach that pon*. Right now t 
oL the present, to tkink that that thing 
f óssible is verging on anarchy. And 
i sertQusly feel i f >at the problem lies 
ih the fect (hal we doiPt undcrstand 
mhot Democratie Centralism means, 
and its function and its power,and its 
power tu uil of our movement, l really, 
seviously don’t he lieve that any thing 
ren öf accomplished without Demo¬ 
cratie Centralïsm al this stage, be- 
cause t ve’ue inherited things from 
thousands and thousands of years ago 
int o our c hartader, into our beings. 

■ In particular, we r ve inherited things 
over the last 300 years of capitalism 
and over the last few decades offas- 
cism, corporativism * We’ve inherited 
things that disallow us from, lePssay, 
egaliiarian conducL I think we have to 
recogrifise ihat, atid iflic/ej's/önc/ ih&t oitr 
movement kas to be carried by,guided 
by dïsciplined and sincere, but or- 
ganized t Democratie CÊi'i/rcilisffi. 

Power, in its essence, bas a growth 
process, just Uke everything else. If 
we snatch that thing up out of ils 
process and look at it as it WAS, ive’ré 
looping at a thing that’s dead , IPs a 
thing in process, just like everything 
else m lt goes through a state of in - 
fancy f maturity and ihen, of course, 
dectine* The prestige of power ai its 
matuYüy is a thing that wül prevent 
people front acting against that power. 
This pig is a psychotogical thing, a 
state of baing wherein the bourgeoisie 
reign of terror need noi rely on vio- 
lence to sustain itielf. I?S relying 
on something that happened in the 
past t or somt? accomplishment, or 
som*, let’s say, coup t that rfou^i 
in the past t where it secured itself. 
And it*s drifting at this point r the 
prestige of power means that it s 
drifting at this point and living off its 
taurets. At this stage f people just are 
not inctined to attach that power. So, 
consequently, our Jirst attach is on 
the prestige of power, That was Jona¬ 
than’$ job, to destroy the prestige of 
power the iconoclastic act ofcrushmg 
symbils. Once these symbols are 
rushed, and people see that they are 
mnerable, then we can move on to 
thi actuat destruction of the baies of 
power. Bscause power, after ; after 
he destructie of the prestige?; power.

First f l would 
like to state unequivocalty that com¬ 
plete lotalUarianism, the perfect lo - 
lalilarian state is iïïtpQSsibU * We've 
had 6,000 years of hierarchy; we’ve 
had 6,000 years of attempts, of men 
making attempts to place themselues 
ibove society m lt*s neuer worked; U’s 
never worked. So, essence, pure 
fascism t pure totalUarianism is tm- 
possible, first of alt. Then Pd like to 
emphasize that fascism right from the 
beginning - and whefi l say beginning,

monopoly Capital was the fascist cor¬ 
poratie. And it took different farms 
in different cotmlries; and those dif¬ 
ferent fornts were principally account- 
able to the differing national sitmtims, 
the differing crises that the particular 
nations were facing ; and, of course, 
,the difffirmtae in Hm and, place . m 


hïstory * And they each took a different 
form, In Spain, Falangism and the 
Spanish new state, that was one form, 
Uatian fascism, that was one form; the 
Rumanian arnied guard, that was one 
form / then, of course t the nalional 
s ocialism ofGermany, that was another 
form altpgether; Peronism, that was 
anotherform - that has tobeexamined 
very carejuUy , because there were 
several asides that altered it from the 
other forms that siuept Europe. The 
Principal diff&rence betweenPeronism 
and the Uung that Vargas pulled off 
in Brazil is that though both those 
CQuntries were ander the influence, 
the sphere of influence of the United 
States, and, in effect, they were really 
neo-colonies and had been ever since 
the Monroe Doctrine - actualty their 
(Argentina'S Peronism) particular 
brand of fascism was in a wny (this 
is a nerj' abstract and compticated 
question) - Uns particular farm tended 

to m-mr Om saiti*’ thing OtaL 

döurt here in this country. Peron dis- 
guised hts particular fascism aimost 
as a benefit to the ivorkers. I mem 
and dfsguised it more so than the thing 
in Germany. The thing in Germnny 
was out right slaoery. It wis like, as 
far as Pm concemed, my reading of 
history, it looked like alrnost a re- 
version lo the slave state. Whereas 
Peron iuüs shrewd m,mgh to try to 
keep a balance - a real batance, not 
real, bui, lePs say, a superfictal 
balance - betwien the working class 
and the ruling class - whicli is just 
abojtt what happened here in Hjis 
country - and pumileied a brana, the 
particular brand of cmporative fas- 
cistrt kers in this country. 

Important in the understanding of 
fascism, l believe, is not to confuse 
the different dimensims of the mom- 
ment. And, we firstly concede that it 
is a movement, a thing, like I seid, 
at the opening of monopoly capüaL 
First U’s obvious that once monopoly 
Capital starled forming, .old bour¬ 
geoisie democracy began to die, in 
process. As /nofiopoJy capital took 
over political nde, the political rule 
of, let’s term it, bourgeoisie demo¬ 
cracy starled diminishing. And of the 
end of that process, like I said, the 
cuimination of that process, was almost 
total centralization, So iPs not a 
question of coup t iPs nat a question of 
a certain uprising of a smal! politi-

that rvde was being destroyed m 
process right from the inception of 
monopoly Capital. From there l tkink 
itfs important to understand that the 
men who assimilated themselves are 
fascists, the fascist man t who as- 
similated himself upon the society, 
the character who pictured himself or 
Wajected himself as being eventually 
ikat cat mecMnating at the center and 
above society, he knew all altmg what 
he was doing. In the first stage, the 
first dimension, he emphasized the 
decadence of laissez-faire capitalism; 
he emphasized the decadence t I Svp- 
pose t the death of bourgeoisie demo- 
cracy. He emphasized that. And some 
of those statements that were made 
prior to fascist takeouer, prior to the 
fascist sweep m Europe, someofthosé 
statements can almost fee considered 
anti-capitalist statements. 

Now, that*s tke first face, the first 
dïmension right the re. The second di- 
mension would come offer they*ve 
SQtzed power t bid were yet msecufé. 
That*s the spectacular stape that we 
see on TJ if that we sec inthemovies t 
where doors are kicked down and people 
are being mackine-gimned t herded o ff 
to camps - like here in this country t 
put in jails - the Communist Party 
banned, and forced to write into their 
constitutioti a statement that went like 


this f **Anyone who advocates the uiolent 
overthrow of the United States is 
subject to expuïsïon from the Party” 
Thafs the second, spectacular stage. 
Bui the third stage is the stage wkerein 
fascism is a secured tking , cor- 
porativism. Can anyonelookaroundthe 
United States and say that this is not 
a corpora live state? With the old guard, 
the point they attempt to use to per- 
suade vs that fascism is noi a mature 
fascism in this country yet is a oery 
simplistic idea t that FDR (Franklin D L 
Roosevelt) and the New Deal and the 
thing during the war were actually an 
attempt to create a welfare state. 
Nothing cmdd be more ridicidous * Can 
y au believe the United States woutd 
today encompass a welfare state. No¬ 
thing could be more ridicidous. FDR 
uKis a fascist. Roosevelt was a fas¬ 
cist. And the thing that went down 
during the *30*$ and *40*5 ixjos not just 
similar , bul it was exactly the same 
thing withnationaldifferences , raattonai 
differences, ti uwe the same thing that 
went down in ltaly t iïnmania, Spain, 
Germarcy, or Argmtina, Brazil. U's 
the same thing. They first attempted to 
close the economy and use the surplus 
Capital of accumulation to ivorh out 
problems that shoutd have been worked 
Otd tong ago right iiere in the United 
States. And that's the essence of the 
whole closed economy idea. Expansion, 
ai that point t tüasn'i uïoj 

it -ivasn't, posstblf bscquse the vQnous 


possible. So they closed their economy 
and starled such projects as tke 
electrification of a railroad in Haly, 
remember; and the draining a/ 
marshe$ f remember. And then (of 
course, youdon*tremember, bidyoutve 
read about it), in Germany, rearma- 
meni was the thing. In the United States, 
we had T. V.A. (Tennessee Vuile ) Au- 
thorityï, remember - >ou know, they 
built the big dam over the Tennessee 
River and put people to work t make- 
work. They were re-allocatmg invest- 
ments , tuming them inward f tke closed 
economy ïdea. And then, the CCC 
camps r so forth like that t the same 
type of projects, the same type of 
economics, stiff reguiations ontheim- 
pori-export thing» To be certain that 
the balance that existed in aparticidar 
nat ion* s favor, the politics and the ec¬ 
onomics were the sa*n£, thé exact j 
same , mth just slight variations f ac- 
cording to the particular national state 
of capitalist dilapidation. 

Once secure and in potoer - in the 
United States that point toas reached 
during the McCarthy era - once secure 
and in power t H was possible for them 
then to atlow some dissent. It toas 
possible then for them to have a C.P. 
(Communist Party), just so long as 
that C.P * didn’t have any teeth; ü 
was possible, then, for them to allow 
its to farm what appeared to be an op- 
position party. But, now r to make my 
point very clear, a real opposUian 
party did come into exisience. The 
BPP r Black Pantker Party. Wiiat hap- 
pened. What happened - they reverted 
back to the second stage , back to the 
second dimension. They were kicking 
doors in and kiHing people. It*s prêtty 
obvious, it*$ preity obvious that u 
mature fascism exists in this cotinJry, 
and it exists in disgidse, and the dts- 
gidse takes the farm of all tkose idiotie, 
ridicidous statements about a welfare 
state. If any body mth any intelligence 
ai all can look at the United States and 
come up with a conclusion that this is 
a welfare state or any semblancc of a 
welfare state, it's pure chicane vv, an 
evQSion of f act, de relict ion of dxdy, 
and in most cases iwfcaf tiiey* * c doing 
is realïy cleaning up the fact that they

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didn’t oppose capitalism, they didn't 
oppose hierarchy when they skouldhave 
opposed them, in the *30*s and *40* s,

You'ue heard 0 / Ho Chi Minh’s line, 

I think he wrote it white he was in 
prison, ü goes something like this, 
in part: **When the ptison gales blow 
open, the real dragon will fly out/* 
You*ve heard that, Panther uras a 
counter*-terror, The first act of terror 
was committed against us, 1 onder¬ 
stand, Fve read all the arguments 
aboui violence being immature, and 
violence beïng non-scientïfic; bui r of 
course, I disagree , There is a way of 
Qpproaching violence, scientifically; 
and, of course, my positéon, wherein 
l accept the existence of a maiure 
fascism in this country, means thal in 
essence I imd er stand that the anly way 
one cara, an orgamzatim ur people can 
move against fascism is with counter - 
terror , Counter terror. Panther wasn*t 
q terror . Panther was a counter terror. 
The first act of terror tms created 
against us, Pd like to suggest that the 
violence perpetrated against us all - 
no* just the Black community, tmt the 
poor, period, people, ordinary man in 
the Street, the ordinary man in society - 
the violence perpetrated is through the 
instituiions, through the fascist insti - 
tutions, the corporative instituiions 
that were intended to perpetuate their 
own existénce , The violence that they 
force on us ïn the maintaining of these 
instituiions, the mamtenance of their 
power and the prestige of their power* 
Tkere f s one way to combat it-counter 
violence , cotmter- terror, when we can, 
where we can . 

On top of all this f we have to con- 
sider a couple of very, very important 
points in allownig these men who me- 
chanaie at the center and above society 
to perpetrate their violence, wfnch is 
muck t much mors damaging and much 
more severs than anything that we’ve 
ever done. And really, done 

nothing to deserve the violence ; and 
consiéering that - we have to consider 
that also t right - tet’s consider that 
in taking steps, namely arms, what - 
ever t to stop their violence, I sincerely 
beiieve, I stand on the principle, onthe 
fact that in stopping them, and stopping 
them noiv, rather than stopping them 
over the nexi 50 to 75 years, wili 


save more lives t pW more 

destruction of minds and of property 
and of innocent people, human po- 
tmtial* 

That* $ just what happen&d durin^ 
World War II. Socialist consciousness 
was building to the point where it had 
to be distracted, sq they offeredforeign 
war t and it appealed to loyal instinct, 
patriotic instinct, to divert the people 
from their real int ere sis. Because, of 
course, it*s easy to understand that in 
protecting the state, we p re protecting 
the right of the people who on/n and 
rt*n the state to continue to own and 
rtm the state . it comes right down to 
protecting hierarchy, In the event of 
violent, people* s war, we*re building 
an ïnfrastructure, the sepa rating of 
the people*$ world from the govem- 
ment, from the enemy state. If the cor- 
porative powers, the fascist powers 
saw this tking happening, it*s very 
possible that they would start a war 
with someone else, and try to appeal 
to our loyalty instincts. But that will 
no longer work. Socialist conscïous- 
ness all around the world has gr own 
now to the point whereas ideas tike 
that are no longer, U’s no longer pos¬ 
sible to foist ideas like that on people, 
I beiieve, I sincérely beiieve that 


socialist consciousness around the 
world has - and this country t when 
I say the world Fm including this 
country too, althougk tkey do separate 
themselves, that inchtdes this country 
too - I beiieve the socialist con¬ 
sciousness has gr own to the point 
where we 1 von r t go for it a second 
time* We can see that right now - l 
think we have something like 30,000 
drafl resisters right here in 
San Francisco, Correct? And there*s 
nothing the gouemment can do abotd 
it Nothing whatsoever, 

The power of the establishment t the 
power of the hierarchy depends vpon 
vs, They can*t do the things that they*re 
doing urithoui some consent from us, 
some consent* That consent can be 
extracted with brutality ; it can be ex-* 
tracted with propaganda, brands of 
agit-prop ; it can be extracted through 
appealing to short-term interests, but 
l don’t think it will work this time, We 
have powerful for ces 1 uorking on our 
side that tvon’t let it happen ogain , 
8uf Êo gei back to the of 

fighting t of resisting, of finally saying 
no, and meaning it, and getting out in 
the Street, if necessary t if necessary 
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gelling out in the Street and tuming 
tantes inside out witk our specialized 
wee pons, ones that we c art make right 
in our hasemsnts. ƒ say right on. lf 
we have io do thal, we*ll do it; voe’ll 
stop the streets; we'tl bustthe widges; 
we can't uproot all the pigs, we don r l 
want to - we might want to use them 
la'er, a/ter the reüolution „ We will 
break down the viaduct $ and bridge s. 
And , we cön stop transpovtatwn ; we 
can stop everything, every utihiy that 
every city tn this country dependsnpon 
to maintain order. And as we're doing 
that t ui ; can rebuild the people's world, 
We can, we wilt. Che had ideas aboul 
thé new wortd, so did Lumumba, sa 


dtd Jonathan, Huey's got ideas abjut 
the new world. Bul the pressing pro- 
blem right now, l believe, is dealing 
with this one right fiere. But r ingeneral, 
what we want, ï think, is a world 
wltere the re won*t be any war * 

Welt, one other thmg. My reading 
of the revoltdionary U te rat ure of Che t 
Giap t lïj&y, Angela - I litee tu mrntion 
thé ft i - and Jonathan - they envision 
a world w'iere it adds up. Our Prin¬ 
cipal concern, tkeir Principal concern, 
our really Principal concern right now 
is with the living and the present. 
But we do have ideas of the way things 
should be; and Principal amung those 
ideas is that terrorism fro n any 


quarter should be actenowtedged; and 
that as long as we have to have ad¬ 
ministrators, those administrators 
should be chosen Jfom the people , 
should have distinguished themielves 
in some u>iy for the people. They’re 
not administering people ; they're nol 
administering our lives, really; 
actuaUy what they're doing is, as far 
as Pm concemed, they should be ad - 
minister mg things - they can see the 
big picture, as art indiindual, andmeke 
the ideal feasihle, so it wilt hang to- 
gether. I w*ould say that each one of 
the positions should be dependant upon 
m ?.ritorims conduct of duty, and they'd 
have to be replacable.

The over-riding events of our 
struggle took place last year in the 
prisons, the maximum security 
carnps of the United States. CertainLy 
no other event feil go heavlly upon 
us chan the brutal murder by San 
Quentin Prison guards of the Field 
Marshal of the Black Fanther Party, 
George Jackson, on August 21st. Com- 
rade George had officially joined the 
Black Panther Party in 1968, after 
ïïuey P, Newton (the leader of our 
Party) was shot and arrested inOafc- 
land and sent to prison, Prior to that 
Comrade George had inspirsd and in- 
duced unity among the prisoner class 
that none before had been able to 
acMcve. The California prisons 
seemed to Ute rally vaiigi.i d the 
over-all struggle of those inside the 
U*S. maximum eeeurity campa to be 
Hberated, George had been the prime 
initiator of the progressive, revohi- 
tionary prison mov-Miem, teaching 
and educating for eleven years of 
Incarceratlon* As rhe Field Marsha! 
of the Black Panther Party, he beteer 
orgartized and dereloped the active 
struggle inside and outside the maxi¬ 
mum prisons. Ne became knowm as 
one of the Soledad Brothers, having 
been falsely charged for the murder 
of a Soledad prison giia'-d in E97Ö. 
The Soledad Brothers * trial is sïill 
in progress, only they are two now, 
Pïeeta Drumgo and John Clutchette, 
George's writings reached every- 
where, into so many rnlnds, that liis 
dearh last year signalled a new level 
of struggle. Around the world, from 
Progressive countries^orgamzations, 
indïviduals, came angry and bitter 
words, and even firmer dedication and 
soiidarity* We say, of course, there- 
fore, Chat George Jackson lives!

Only two weeks after George was 
assassinated, nearly 2,000 men, at 
the other end of the country, boldly 
seized control of the Attica State 
Prison in New York, For nearly five 
days, they held control, demanding 
freedom* Many people had different 
beliefs or understandings as to how 
or why these herolc men did such 
a thïng. They were simply demanding 
recognition of their humanity, and 
held, in exchange, the lives of many 
guards. On Septemt>er 13ch, the U.S.

oppressed peoples is rhe key to our 
salvation, Therefore, the unfortunate 
events surroundingthedefection from 
the Black Panther Party {in Febru- 
ary) of the former Minister of In¬ 
formation, Eldridge Cleaver* served 
to temporan!y disrirpr rhar unity, 
However, from that event came many 
posiiive results» There was the build¬ 
ing up, as never before,of the Black 
Panther Party sponsored People's

Vietnamese soil was reportedly to 
see to it that "democratie" el ections 
could be held in South Vietnam without 
interf^rence from the "communist 
Nortb". Last year's phony election 
in wMch Thieu ran alone (and na- 
turally won) proved &nd exposed again 
the lying nature of the U,S* govern- 
ment, The war which was initiated 
by the LUS, to supposedly protect 
the rights of the Vietnamese people 
continues, wbile there is no sem- 
blance of democratie rights even 
visible in the ÏLS.-financed govern- 
ment of the South. 


The O* 5. wars of aggression 
heïghtened, however, inside lts own 
territoria! bounedaries, In Wilming- 
ton, North (Jaroltna, thousands of 
non-paid, government-bicked» white 
racist vigilantes have been invading 
the Black commuiity there, shooting 
arbitrarily at any and every Black 
person. Like the Vietnamese people, 
the Black communtLy of Wilmington 
has been fighting back for its sur^ 
vival and freedom. In Cairo, Illinois, 
the Black eommunity has been 
and still is bein f i devastated datly 
by racist bullets, supported by the 
U»S É government, tn Cairo, also, how- 
ever, che people are arming for the 
defense of rheir lives, homes and 
just rights, 

The war-like nature of the U*3, 
was exposed everywhere in 197L One 
of the most overt acts was the un- 
eoncerned experiment witli hydrogen 
bomb blasts in November, The Can- 
nikin warhead that set off a five- 
megaton blast on the island of Am- 
chitka by the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commisston helied the U*S, pretense 
of peaceful inteiuions toward the 
world’s pÊoplss. The blast not only 
came at a time when China was just 
entering the U.N., but it was done 
despite the pteas of peace-ioving 
peopies of its immediate dangers. 
The blast could still set off massive 
eartliquake and tidal wave, not to 
mention the blatant stockpiling of 
more devastacing weapons of war 
while talking of peace. 

Whiie the U.S, govemmenr daüy 
plots 10 destroy life or maintain op¬ 
pressies, and thereby, its posuion 
over the majority of the workfg peo¬ 
pies, the Black Panther Party is ai- 
tempting to short-Stop such genoci-

• CON f’INÜEL) FROM LAST PAGE 
dal plans. Last year, we initiated a 
major campaign against Sickle Cel! 
Anemia» a bloud dïsease that prt- 
marilv affects Black people. For 
years the govemment bas given full 
support to foundations researching 
cures forduscases that mostly affect 
Euro - Americans, while knowing 
about sickle cell anemta. Slnce our 
first mention of this disease (in 
April), many orgamzations and in- 
dividuals have deveioped foundations 
whnsp stared purpose is to combat 
and cure sickle cell anemia. No cure 
has yet been found, hut we are sure 
that this ïnitiation of such a cam¬ 
paign wÜl inevltably lead to rot ouly 
the cure, but die prevention of the 
disease. 


Intercommunal Youth Institute, 
named after our slain Comrade (an 
end to one thing; an iniroduction of 
another).

One of the most brulal atrocities of the N ixon-Rockefeller Regime 
during this past year in the U.S. was, of course, the Massacre at Attica 

State Prison i f in Attica, New York , on September 13, 1971. People arowid 
the world recoited in shock and anger al this Wholesale staughter of 42 
prisoners and guards and the waunding of countless olhers by Nixon -

Rockefeller direcled State Troops , 

Afterward, the State tried to hïde ïts marderous acts by exhuming the 
bodies of the murdered guards. This was dune in hopes of placing the 
blame on other victims - the prisoners. Even this olddivrde-and-conquer 
tactic failed. The families of the stam guards knew that the same hullet s 
üiaf had riddled the bodies of the prisoners had taken the lives of the guards. 
The State also tried to hïde the fact that Bobby Seat e, Chairman of the Black 
Panther Party, had tried to carry out the negotiations in behalf of the prison¬ 
ers and that he had been barred from re-entering the prison on the very 
day of the Massacre, In a People’s Tribunal in October, the People exposed 
the facts about this t as well as other Hes the state had told. The State even 
employed strong-arm taciics in attempts to rnake all those that were in- 
uolved conform to the State's story. The State faïled, there, too, however. 
People saw through the smofeescreen and they recognized the prisoners' 
rïgktfui and peaceful bid for freedom. 


The soizure of the Attica State prison 
by those it held by force, by the in- 
mores there, was a human response to 
the violence and suffering thebrothers 
had long endured. When in a quick and 
organtzed, unfted move those broüiers 
declared in action that ihey would cake 
authority over their lives, they stated 
that by capturing control of the prison 
and arresting approximately 38 of the 
instimtion's guards, they wished to 
m ake it clear that they no lojiger wished 
to be coitflned like animals, nor treated 
like animais* Their aim was not to 
control the prison to the dejtree where 
they would confïne others, confine those 


The State's violence at Attica awakened many people , For many, more 
clearly than everbefore, the barbarous crueIty, the injuslice of the American 
Prison System was revealed. Alrng with this new insight came a rise in 
the levet of consciousness and concern among the people in the commimity 
for alt prisoners, The spirit and the idea of Freedom for AU mjüs rwï quelled 
at Attica. lf anything, it sparked a larger movemmt, a strenger resolve on 
the part of the people and a more concentreated effort to transform this 
inhuman system into one where bars and chains, economie slavery and 
racism are merely part of the history of a dark past. 

Ir. the September 18, 1971, issue of the Black Panther Intercommimal 
News Service, thefollowing articïe was printed. Perhaps a review of these 
events would give us a frame of reference for the continuation and pro- 
gressiofi of our struggle: 


who had dealt them such terrible blows, 
hut to simply go free, live like human 
beings, outside the prison walls - and 
for those who wouïd, to even leave the 
country to go to One where they could 
be treated and respond to others as 
human beings, Their goal was not to 
take any lives, but to save lives - 
their own* The capturing of guards was 
a move to exchange lives - theire for 
the guards* - for they presumed that 
America placed value on human lives - 
especially when those lives were of 
people who upheld and enforced che

They say violence eruptedonThurs- 
day f September 9th, at Attica State 
Prison in New York, whennearly2,000 
men wresced control of the facility from 
the hands of State officials and prison 
administrators, Wlth this as astarting 
po int and basis for 1 'action 11 , Gever- 
nor Nelson Rockefeller of New York 
and U.S, President Ricnard M, Nixon 
ordered and had impleme.ited the ojc- 
xight murder, the massacre of at least 
50 persons, four days later, Violence 


dld not erupt at Attica on September 
9th, The brutal beatings, thelsolations 
cells # the secret murders, the overall 

Inhumme condicions perpetratedby the 
prison administration, the State and 
Federal govemments has existed for 

some time, For one group of men - 
the State - to claim the right to kill 
or ötherwtse destroy the lives of other 
men - the inmates - is certainly vio- 
lence In the extreme. 


Their declararton made all of this 
distinctly cïear: J, The entlre incident 
that has erupted here at Attica is not 
a result of the dastardly bushwhacking 
of the two prisoners on September 8, 
1971, but of the immitigated oppression 
wrought by the racist adminiserative 
network of this prison throughout the 
years,

"We are MEN, We are not beasts 
and we do not intend to be beaten or 
driven as such, We will not co-mpro- 
mise on any ternis, except thoseterms 
that are agreeable 10 us, 

"We want complete amnesty - free- 
dom from all or any phystcal, mental 
or legal reprisals, We want - now - 
öpÊédy and safe transportatión out of 
conflnement to a non-tmperialistic 
country, W* demand that the federal 
government intervene so that we will 
be under direct federal Jurisdiction. 

We want the government and the ju- 
diciary, namely Constance B. Motley, 
to guarantee that there will be no re- 
prisals, And we want all facets of the 
media to articulate this," 

Du ring thatfirst day, the brothers in- 
side had taken complete control of the 
prison; but as armed police re-inforce- 
ments moved In, they were pushed back 
co be primarily concentrated in one Cell 
Block - D r Later on in the day, a 
counter-attack was launched by the 
heroic irumates, who had only thair 
hands and clubs; buc this move was 
soon quelled by the submachine guns, 
rilles with telescopic sights and tear 
gas grenade launchers of police. 

As things became more settled, the 
brothers began establishing a base of 
operation on the D-Block yard, Tents 
were set up for living quarters and 
ti ’ arrested guards were aituated; 

ar area was cleared for dLs- 
Ciu-sou and communie at ion with newa 
media and the group of outside ne- 
gotiators for whom the inmates had 
called, When news of the uprlsingcame 
to the Black Panther Party as well as a 
call from New Vork to have Huey P, 
Newton, Minister of Defense of the 
Black Panther Party, come to Attica 

as a key negotiator, the Central Gom- 
mittee of our Party issued the foliowing 
statement: "The Central Headquarters 
of the Black Panther Party was con- 
tacced September 10, 1971, by the office 
of New York State Assemblyman, 
Arthur Eve, which deli ver eda message 
from 1,280 of our Brothers who are 
politic al prisoners at the Attica State 
Prison in Attica, New York. The mes¬ 
sage from the political prisoners is that 
Huey Pi Newton, of the Black Panther 
Party, Servanc of the People, must, in 


face, be a key negotiator in behalf of 
our tncarcerated Brothers andtheir27 
demands for tetter prison conditions. 

"The said prison guards, called 
hoatages, have actually, in reality been 
placed under arrest by the 1,280 prison- 
ers, who are righcfully redressing their 
grievance3 conceming the haraasing, 
brut al and inhum an treatment to which 
they are conatantly subjected, 

"The New York State Prison Gom- 
mlssioner, the courts, and the federal 
and state govemments' prosecutors 
have deliberately allo wed the creation 
and malntenance of the oppressive and 
atrocious conditiona to which our Attica 
prison Brothers are subjected, Also, 
the state has for too many years will- 
fully and mallciously ignored the legal 
and lawful requests and redresses of 
grievances from the prisoners* 

‘ 'Some 35 prison guards are under 
arrest; and the state wants those ar- 
rested guards to be balled out, on the 
promise of the courts and prison com- 
missioner that there will be no re¬ 
prisals if the arrested guards are re- 
leased. 

"The LLS. Dfstrictcourt order, how- 
ever, that there will be no reprisals, 
is quite fallacious and irrelevant on lts 
face, when the state commissioner, 
Russell Öswald, adds that our prison 
Brothers wiLl face other criminal 
charges, To face more criminal 
charges means, in fact* nothing else 
other than out-right reprisals against 
our incarcerated Brothers* The state, 
the commissioner (RussellC. Osivald), 
the courts and prosecutors are act mg 
in extreme bad Êaith by not going 
forth and obtainingan official New York 
State and court-ordered amnesty; Am¬ 
nesty that there wfll be no repriuals 

whateoever, in the form of criminal 


charges or otherwise. This is ehefirst 
thing that must be done to start ne- 
gotiations of the prisoners’ 27 de¬ 
mands, This is the only bail the 
arrested guards can have, from the 
analysis of the Black Panther Party, 

* ‘The Attica Prison Move, composed 
of political prisoners and the lives of 
35 arrested police guards in the hands 
of the prisoners, is a racdcal move 
towards going forward to show the 
world' s community people howto begin 
to end oppreasion and wretched, un]uat 
prison incarceration/* 

The list of demands, summarily, on 
a genera! basis, requesting decent 
prison condidons, was re ad, with the 
chief demand beüig emphaslzed re- 
peatedly, Essentially, the brothers 
wanted freedom, not only for them- 
selvee, but really all pollrical 
prisoners; particularly they cried the 
demand to free David HtUiard - Ghief 
of Staff of the Black Panther Party - 
free Romaine "Chip" Fïtzgerald, An- 
gela DavLs, Rucheïl Magee, the re¬ 
nt aining Soledad Brothers, They no 
longer wished io be animalistically 
conflned; they wanted freedom - im- 
mediately. in exchange for their free¬ 
dom, they made it ciear, they wou Ld 
release the arrested guards, The 
guards held by them were in nodanger 
as long as negotiating could continue, 
to culminate in the satisfacdon of the 
brothers. Thts vvas simply a move made 
to get a ticket to ride to the outside, 
The treatment of the guards, coin- 
pletely contradictory to Russell Os- 
wald's Prison Correcttonal 

Gommissionet) lies about the beastly 
accions of the brothers in regard to 
treatment of the guards, was human 

and kind. The guards themselves 
stated this - then, as now, after the 
fact, when no present "threat" eicists.

One guard, Phillip Wafktns, who came 
oui after the prison was re-captured 
by attack, said that he was given cig- 
arectes when diere we re few, medica! 
attention when needed, and, “Whenthey 
ate hot meais, we had hot meais; when 
chey had sandwiches, so did we; we 
had martresses - buc they dfdn't/' 
The brothers were preserving, pro- 
tecting life, even under the unreaaon- 
able clrcumstancee of Oswald's in- 
structed refusai to guarantee no re¬ 
prisals or to talk of amnesty, or free- 
dom from confinement, The brothers 
even implored the State, the govern- 
ment of the country to consider all 
the lives - of both Inmates and guards, 

On September Uth, the brothers iseued 
this statement in this regard: "We, 
the People, hereby present to the Ad- 
mïnistration officials of Attica Cor- 
recttonal Facility: That we are trylng 
to be and act humane to the offtcers, 
as best we can under the exiating, 
unmitlgating circumstances, We have 
sent you four (4) of your offieers out 
to the hospita! for medical attention. 

"Henceforth, we demand that you 
allow a doctor to enter this prison 
to atttud to the medical needs of both 
the offieers and inmates, tf it is found 
that it is necessary to remove an 
officer for medical reasons, we de- 
mand a healthy officer in return/' 


Early on Saturday evening (Septem¬ 
ber Ikh), at the brothers' request, 
Ghairman Bobby Seale arrived ai rhe 
prtaon, repiresenting the Central Gom- 
mittee of the Black Panther Party, 
After ashortandoverwhelmingiy warm 
meeting with the brothers, he left the 
prieon with the promise he would re¬ 
turn after coneultation wtth the Party 
Central Committee regarding the ne- 
gociative guidance the Party could 
offer, The next moming, Ghairman 
Bobby was "greeted" at the prison ga te 
by Oswald, who demanded the Ghairman 
discues with him his agreements with 
the brothers, He demanded andtriedto 
invoke the Ghairman's agreement that 
the Party would compromlse, or other- 
wise becray the brothers, WhenChair- 
man Bobby emphatically stated he would 
compromiae neither theii 1 demands, 
nor the lives of the beautifui brothers 
inside and repeatedly reminded Oswald 
that the inmates had promteednoharm 
would come to the guaröe unril the ne- 
gotiating reached an impasse - whïch 
was all pending his return - Oswald 
absoiutely denfed the Ghairman re- 
entry to the prison. 


The lives of the inmates was eer- 
tainly of no concern to Oswald and his 
chieftains, RockefeHer and Nixon; but 
as would later shock most Amerlcans, 
neither were the lives of the guards, 
who were gunned down, like the in- 
mat es, by pollce bullets, The guards 
themselves, along with the inmates, 
implored the State ro use discretion 
and to listen to the inmates' reason- 
able demands, or that, tn thë words Of 


one guard, "My Laï was only one- 
hundred-or-so-odd men; we'regoingto 
end up with 1,500 men (dead) here, if 
things don't go right," Another guard 
ins id e, one day bef or e the v Ic Iqus pollce 
attack, spoke words expres slng the 
feelings of the other guards inside. 
Sergeant Bdward T. Cunningham, a52- 
year old WW II Army Egt, with a 
purple heart and bronze star, satdam- 
nesty was the orily salvation: "Any- 
thing short of this Ls just as good as 
dropping dead," The next day, he too 
was murdered by polio e bullets, That 
was the answer the State gave him ïor 
his under standing plea, 

While the vast majority of people 
were more concerned with saving life 
than face, Nelson Rockefeller and Rl- 
chard Nixon and Oswald plotted thevi- 
cious course that would ieave over 
50 dead at Attica, When importuned 
that he be present to aid in a peace- 
ful settlement of the Issues, Rocke¬ 
feller refused to come, saytng, “I am 
in full support of the Gommissioner's 
actions and 1 wlll continue to help, 
in direct communication with him* in 
hts undring effortstoachievea'peace- 
ful' solution." 

And, while human beings were join- 
ing together in response to the human 
crïes of the inmates, Nixon was Con¬ 
sulting with Rockefeller, with OswaTd, 

and so on, delivering the dcath orders. 
As well as guards and inmates coming 
to understand somethlng of the nature 
of each other, the brothers inside 
were breaking all the treacherously 
divisïonary, phoney barrière that have 
separated races of people in America 
for so long, in common under standing 
of the State's oppression and the right 
of all human beings to be free, One 
of the white inmates, Blease Mont- 
gomery, bom and raised in the small, 
Sguthem town of Hamlet, North Caro- 
lina, spoke clearly to this, as, in hls 
native drawl he said, "Man, there's 
people in here we treated Hke dogs 
down home,„but, l want everyone to 
know we gon' stick together, we gon’ 
get what we want, or we gon’ die to- 
gether«*A've leamed so much that if l 
get out of thia, 1 want a plane ticket 
out of this country," 


The horrendous end co this magni- 
ficent strike for freedom and human 
dignicy came on September 13, 1971, 
with pollce helicopters firlng te ar gas 
onto the yard full of people, and then 
the invasion of the 1,700 pollce troops, 
armed with the machine guns, the rifles 
and the pistols, No person on the yard 
wae safe from the Invaders, Oswald 
had lied - he had not kept his promise 
of more time to discuss hts ultima¬ 
tum to those Inside tores tor e "order 1 ' 
and to give up the "Iwatages"; and he

lied again - when he said the very 
reaaon he carried out hls instruction 
to attack was because the brothers 
tnslde had been seen, by helicopter, 
alitrtng the throats of eight guards 
(later that figure was changed by Os- 
wald's assistam; Houlihan, to two 
guards)* 

Büt the whLawash this time was 
unsuccessful* For although the people, 
parücularly Black people who kiiöwthe 
lying, vicious, racist nature of the 
power scructure, did notbelieve Rocke- 
feller's and Oswald's lies, thecóldand 
concrete e^’tience of murdei, of thu 
■nassacre came in the corner s re¬ 
port. State officials dldn't have to lie 
about the brothers in there; they feit 
no one would care. They admüted 
readily to those murders» But when 
Monroe County (New Yorki Medical 
Examiner, John F, Edland, gave bis 
report regardlng the condüion of the 
bod les of the guards, the lies and the 
face of out-right murdcr on the pare 
of the State could not be denied* Dr„ 
Edland, at a press conference, toldthe 
American people that nuguard’sthroac 
had been sllt, "They all dted of gun- 
shot woands/' Many could not believe

Lee us briefly speak, then, of what 
our beautlful brothers incarcerated at 
the Actiea State Frison have drama- 
tically dememstrated. Their heroic 
move, smgly, brought into a coid and 
harsh light the bitter reality that is 
America, lc is them we must pratse* 
They sealed a bond of love among 
many who otherwise may have nevet 
known each ether* Black people across 
the U,S t and oppressed people In the 
many eomxnuntties of the World shall 
not aak why, nor seek to find under- 
lying secrets that may, throughlengthy 
inv^tigation and discussion, reveal 
whaf ^really" took place at Atüca on 

September 13th« We shal 11 leave that to 
the liberal incellectuals, the more re- 
fined racists, the undercover fascists, 
the defenders of the bourgeoisie, the 
oppressors themselves to discuss and 
to disect* Their scories shall bejunked 
in our history* We shall say and know 
that a massacre occurred at Atcica, A 
massacre of our heroic brothers 
whose actions of supreme courage on 
those few days made men of us all, 
We shall not forget. Wc shall bury 
them, bui not forget. For their tndi- 
vidual lives, the men at Attica, and 
certainly their goals were so much 
a part of our lives, our very existence 
that it was our blood that was pain- 
fully shed; so much a part of lis all

When the Brothers at Attica made tkeir peacejul 
bid for freedom, Ihey we re met with the guns and vio¬ 
lent aggression of the Nixon-Rockefei Ier Regime* This 
has been the typical response of this regime to aU hu- 


man t peace-loving and non-aggressive peopies, 

Therefore, during Octoher, a visit to thePeople's 
Republie of China mjüs made by Ihtey P . Newton, leader 
of the Black Pantker Party and Servant of the People t 
along with Elaine Brmim, Minister of Information of the 
Black Pantker Party, and Comrade Robert Bay, in which 
the opportunity was taken to present the following pe- 
tition to the Chinese People, in behatf of the oppressed 
peopies of the rest of the world: 


SO LET IT BE HEARD: ' 

A short time ago, the prisoners at 
Atrica reqjested the Black Pancher 
Party to negotiate with Nixon, Rocke- 
féller and Oswald for their freedom, 
The Black Pancher Party at this time 
asks Chairman Mao Tsetong of the 
People’s Republlc of China to ne- 
gotiac i with Prison Warden Nixon for 
the frendom of the oppressed peopies 
of the world» 

We recognlze that the crtminal 
activities of trigger-happy Nixon 
fihow clearly that he has no respect 
for peaceful negotlttion, when the vic- 
Eim is dïvided and weak* He not only 
killed the prisoners at Attica, but 
he also murdered his exploited vvork- 
ars, the prison guards. Althoughmost 
of the prisoners at Actica are Black 
and all the guards ard white, Nixon 
killed regardless of color, because 
rhey were all victima.
